The 4 anarchists were very excited and agitated about the 
war in Lebanon and they came back here to my house where my 
friend, another Jewish anarchist, and my own anarchistic 
self were sitting around chewing the fat. They had decided 
that an all-Jewish occupation of the Israeli consulate un- 
der the auspices of the Canadian Jews Supporting Palestin- 
-ians(which they were then forming) would be & way to focus 
public attention on the war, and especially on the fact 
that Zionism and Jewishness are not the same thing, and 
that there are some Jews who greatly oppose Zionism and sup- 
port the national liberation struggle of the Palestinians. 




















So K, T, and myself were signed up to do support and the 
other 4 were to occupy. The scenario was: the 3 of them 
would go and ask for an appointment with the consul in the 
presence of the press, and, if refused, they would occupy. 
We had no idea how likely it was that they would get an ap-

The consul did grant an appointment at noon, but then can- 
celled Out. He imposed conditions: no more than two represe- 
ntatives, no media, not for publication. These conditions 
were unacceptable, of course. After discussion, it was de- 
cided that we would occupy the hallway outside the consul- 
ate until we got a chance to see the guy, that only A would 
be arrested, but that we'd make every effort to have а full- 
fledged occupation--food, blankets, etc.--for all three. At 
least, the plan above parallels what happened, though it was 
г more of an organic growth than a PLAN. So, the occupiers

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INTRODUCTION: HUMAN NATURE 


I believe that revolution is 
fundamentally in accord with hu- 
man nature. To force people to 
accept -an inhumane system, peo- 

ie must be dehumanized, and they 
inevitably rebel against this. 


What is human nature? To grasp 
the answer to this, we must rea- 
lize that people are both uniaue 
and not unique, that there is 
both continuity and discontinui- 
ty between humans and the rest 
of nature. 


First, humans share the gener— 
al nature of things material--- 
that is, humans are in a perpet- 
ual state of contradiction, seek- 
ing resolution. Second, they 
share in the general nature of 

ife---that is, they require a 
constant replenishing of their 
energy, without which they'll die. 
Third, they share with mammals 
the capacity for subjective ex- 
perience---they can "feel". They 
are unique in their ability to 
think, or, more precisely, in 
their ability to be self-con- 
scious. 


In living things, the general 
nature of matter(its seif-con- 
tradictoriness) manifests itself 
in the contradiction between the 
expenditure of energy and its re- 
plenishment. The abilities to 
think and feel arise to aid liv- 
ing things in obtaining the re- 
plenishment of their physical e- 
nergy. These "powers" in tur 
come "needs"---that is, their 
very existence demands that they 





be exercised. Thus, the con- 
tradiction arises between po- 
tentiality and actuality---be- 
tween whet is and what could be. 
This contradiction arises soci- 
ally, and is reflected in each 
individual. Since every form of 
class society is based on pre- 
venting the majority of people 
from realizing their potential, 
and on keeping society from bring- 
ing into being those material pre- 
mises within its grasp that would 
facilitate this development, it is 
inevitable that, at one level or 
another, people, under class soc- 
iety, will be dissatisfied.. The 
contradiction between what they're 
forced to be and what they could 
be(what Freud saw as an "inevita- 
ble" contradiction between the 
"reality principle" and the "plea- 
Sure principle") manifests itself 
in the conflict between people's 
intellect and their intuition, and 
between their emotions and their 
will. HEU 


ALIENATION - 


Human beings are beings of pra— 
xis. By this І mean that human 
beings alone are capable of trans- 
forming the world, and, in the 
process, are capable of trans- 
forming ourselves. In my opinion, 
this capability is key to fulfil- 
ling our other needs, and is it- 
self our highest need. Alienation 
is that state in which we are un- 
able to act as full subjects. As 
Erich Fromm says: "Alienation 
means...that man does moi exper- 
ience himself as the acting azenz 
in his grasp of the world." 
People experience themselves 
as. objects instead of as sub- 
decus. 


On the whole, human history 
shows the majority of human 
beings becoming progressively 
more alienated---exercising, 
coHerel over our lives to an 
ever-diminishing degree. Soc- 
iety Optimally exists to ena- 
ble individuals to collective- 
ly fulfili our needs, and, in- 
deed, it is only through the 
process of individuation in 
Society that we acquire the 
capability for conseiousness

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However, for several thou- 
sands of years, society has 
not been organized to serve 
the interests of the majority, 
but has involved the oppres- 
sion of the majority in the 
interests of a minority. A 


| minority have realized their 


potential only to the extent 
that the majority has been im- 
prisoned by need, and. have had 
to forsake their potential in = 
order to eke out a bare survi- 
val. Thus, society---the ins- 
trument why which people po- 
tentially realize their human- 
ity in its highest form---has 
been transformed into an inst- 
rument for enforcing the pre- 
dorinanee of our animal needs, 
of our biological need to sur- 
vive. We work to iive, instead 
of living to engage in multi- 
faceted fulfilling work end  . 
play. We sacrifice our humanity 
to subsist as animals, instead 
of our animal existence serving 
as a basis to experience and de- 
velop our humanity to its high- 
est degree. 








People have objective needs, 
and we have to futfill them. How- 
ever the form in which these 
needs get fulfilled can vary. 
Moreover, we can grow accustom- 
ed to fulfilling some needs at 
the expense of others. In order 
to enforce this abnormal situa- 
tion, and'to ensure we fulfill 
the role obligations demanded of 
us, we are subjected to a leng- 
thy socialization process grow- 
ing up. In order to understand 
this process, we must understand 
what people's needs are, and how 
the process of need fulfillment 


-gets distorted under capitalism.

It discourages it by a whole 
range of methods: by ideologi- 
cal mystification(concealing 
the true nature of the system, 
and our potential power to trans- 
form and become masters of our 
own destiny), by moral subvers- 
ion(twisting and seeking to des- 
troy the spontaneous socialibi- 
lity and instinctual humanism 
that people possess), by psycho- 
logical manipulation(making peo- 
ple repressed, conditioning them 
to worship authority, to fear 
Self-activity, end newness and 
spontaneity), and by political 
repression(mreinforcing their. 
Sense of powerlessness by means 
of military and bureaucratic 
Suppression and strangulation).

In other words, what's called 
for is precisely & breakdown in 
the dehumanization process іпроѕ- 
ed бу the system---a "de-sociali- 
gation" ,if you will. 


This is the political or sub~ 
jective factor in revolution--- 
a cognitive and affective awaken- 
ing to the fact that the system' 
cannot meet our genuine needs. 
But there is also an objective 
factor. Because people.are forced 
to spend most of their time scra- 
mbling to survive, so long as 
their basic biological needs are 
met, the "oreoccupation with the 
problems of survival" prevent peo- 
ple "from turning to the problems 
of life"(Murray Bookchin). The de- 
Socialization process will thus 
сепа to involve a minority 
of the population. 


However, when the system 
reaches the point when not 
only does it suppress peo- 
ple's desires, their poten- 
tial for growth, out also 
denies them even the possi- 
bility бо survive, a poter- 
tially explosive conjuncture 
15 reached. At such times, 
"the problems of life infil- 
trate and assimilate the 
proolems of survival", and 
life comes to be "understood 
as a pre-condition for sur- 
vival" (Booxchin).
